The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. For example, it is not clear in the claims if the ring(s) are in axial alignment with the 
crimps since "concentric" merely refers to elements having a common center. It is not clear how 
the ring performs the recited functions since the outer diameter of the ring and the inner diameter 
of the inner sleeve or the outer diameter of the ring and inner diameter of the groove have not 
been recited in such a manner that the recited reinforcement would result. 

The patents are cited to show joint means.
